REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Note that, the Examiner's Amendment is sufficient to place the instant claims in 
condition for allowance. 

Of the references of record, the most pertinent is Arnold et al (US 6,500,865). 
Arnold et al teach sulfonamide derivatives used for potentiating glutamate receptor 
function in a mammal and are therefore, useful for treating a wide variety of conditions, 
such as psychiatric and neurological disorders. See Abstract. However, Arnold et al do 
not teach the specific sulfonamide compounds as recited by the instant claims. 
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None of the references of record, alone or in combination, teach or suggest the 
specific sulfamide or sulfoxamide compounds as recited by the instant claims. 
Accordingly, since the prior art fails to teach or suggest such compounds as recited by 
the instant claims, the instant claims are deemed allowable.
